The claim 9 is dependent on the claim 7, but "the information indicating whether the video inputted through the 
predetermined video acquisition device is binocular/multi*-viewpoint three-dimensional video" is not mentioned in 
the claim 7. It seems that the claim 9 could be dependent on the claim 8. 
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
